A few years ago we difcovered this curious infeét in fome plenty, 
feeding, as it appeared, on the remains of certain marine vermes of the 
Medufa tribe, thrown on the fandy fhore of Barmouth, in the great 
bay of Cardigan, North Wales. Before that period we have reafon 
to conclude this infeét was unknown: it has been fince defcribed by 
Panzer and Latreille, both of whom mention it as an inhabitant of 
maritime marfhes. The fame infect has been alfo taken fince we ob-

Mr. Hooke met with it near Hull, and Mr. Leach, at Clonkelty, m Ire- 
land.

‘bout the latter end of the month of July, 1801, we were fo for- 
tunate as to capture a livmg fpecimen of Scarabeus Agricola, on 
the fea coait of the county of Caermarthen, South Wales, thereby 
afcertaining, beyond a doubt, the exiftence of this lovely infect in 
our own ifland. As an European fpecies, it was well known be- 
fore the time of Linnzus, and has been fince mentioned by vari- 
ous continental authors, but no writer has hitherto fpoken of it as 
a native of this country, with the exception of Mr. Marfham, who, 
on our authority, inferted this fpecies in his recent publication, Ln- 
domologia Britannica. The dilcovery of this infeét we may-con- 
fider, therefore, of fome moment to the Entomologift, if not a va- 
luable acceffion to the Britithh Fauna. 


The beauty of this infeét, when alive, was eminently firiking : the 
thorax did not appear of that obfcure dutky hue obfervable in dead 
fpecimens: both that part of the thorax, and the head, were of a rich 
brafiy-green colour, aud fiightly villous; and the dark margm, with 


the band acrois the wing-cafes, though eae were elegantly glofled 
with purple.

The only fpecimen of Scarabeus Frifchi that we have yet feen alive, 
was obferved crawling upon a meagre blade of the common mat-weed 
Avundo arenaria, that had fecured itfelf a local habitation upon a 
fand-hill on the fea-coaft, about a mile to the weftward of Newton 
Bay, Glamorganfhire. The whole body, except the wing-cafes (which 
are teftaceous) the lateral edges of the thorax, legs, eyes, and antennae, 
were of a fine braffy purple. In fome fpecimens, the head, therax, 


feutel, and tail, are of a coppery green inftead of purple. nae

Scarabzeus Ruricola does not appear in either of the Entomologi- 
eal works of Linneus. Fourcroy deferibes it as a Parifian infeét * : 
Fabricius as a native of England}; Roffius as an Italian {pecies t ; 
and we have a fpecimen of it from Germany; of which laft country, 
Panzer gives it as an inhabitant in his Entomologia Germanica. We 
are thus explicit, in order to thew that it is a general European in- 
feét, and not exclufively a native of this country, as might be inferred 
from the concluding obfervation of the Fabrician deicription of 
this fpecies. Habitat in Anglie graminofis Dom Lee,” 


We mutt acknowledge that, in the courfe of our own colleéting, we 
have never taken this infe&t, or feen it alive. Our figures are’ co- 
pied from an Englith fpecimen, in the cabinet of that indefatigable 
colleétor, the late Mr. Green, of Weftminiter, whofe cabinet has 
recently fallen into our poffeffion, and where he met with it we cannot 
afcertam. Mr. Marfham informs us (Ent. Brit.) that this infee 
was taken in great abundance in the mouth of July, i797, on News 
market Heath, near the Fofs, vulgarly called the Devil’s Dyke. 


There are two, if not more varieties of this infect, one of which 
has the dik of the wing-cafes teftaceous inftead of rufous; Geof
